WAR DAMAGE ACT, 1941 (PART II) 


INSURANCE UNDER THE BUSINESS SCHEME 
AFTER 30 SEPTEMBER 1942 


The Board of Trade have decided, with the approval of the 
Treasury, that the premium payable under the Business Scheme 
for the whole year to 30 September 1943, shall not exceed £1 per 
cent. For the period of six months up to 31 March 1943, the rate 
of premium will be 10s. per cent. and will be payable in one sum. 
The rate of premium for the subsequent six months will be 
determined in March next and will not exceed 10s. per cent. 
Effect has been given to this decision by the War Damage 
(Business Scheme) (No. 10) Order, 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 
1869, price Id.). 





ALL CLASSES OF INSURANCE TRANSACTED 
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Announcements—Continued. 
CONTROL OF RUBBER 


Two further Orders restricting the consumption of rubber 
have been made by the Minister of Supply, and came into force 
on 17 September 1942. 

The Control of Rubber (No. 16) Order, 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 
No. 1829, price 2d.) which deals with belting, imposes further 
limitations on the quantity of crude rubber or balata which 
may be used in-the production of conveyor, elevator or trans- 
mission belting, and also prohibits the manufacture of certain 
types of belting, and of belting which is not required for essential 
purposes. The restrictions upon the acquisition or disposal of 
belting which were imposed by the Control of Rubber (No. 8) 
Order, 1942 are continued. 

By the Control of Rubber (No. 17) Order 1942 (S. R. & O. 
1942 No. 1830, price 3d.) the manufacture of rubber hose is 
brought under control. Only hose of the descriptions scheduled 
to the Order may be manufactured, and for hose of these de- 
scriptions limits are prescribed to the thickness of the rubber 
and the volume of new rubber that may be used. The size of the 
internal diameter of the hose and the number of plies which the 
hose may contain, are also limited. Other provisions restrict 
the use of coloured rubber to certain essential purposes, and 
prohibit the manufacture of all-rubber hose. There are exemp- 
tions for hose to be used in connection with aircraft and armoured 
fighting vehicles. 


CONTROL OF TIMBER 
RE-ARRANGEMENT OF AREA BOUNDARIES 


On 1 September 1942, the territory forming the portion of 
the County of Derbyshire which includes Buxton B., Glossop B., 
New Mills U.D., Whaley Bridge U.D., Chapel-en-le-Frith R.D. 
at present in Area 9 (Liverpool) will be transferred to Area 3 
(Nottingham). 


CONTROL OF FERTILISERS 


The Minister of Supply, in consultation with the Secretary of 
State for Scotland, has made the Control of Fertilisers (No. 26) 
Order, 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 1850, price Id.), which pro- 
hibits the sale of potassic or phosphatic fertilisers in Scotland for 
delivery more than 60 days ahead. Fertilisers containing 
imported potassium salts may only be acquired by farmers in 
Scotland on completion of a “ Grower’s Declaration ”’ or against 
a “ Potash Allotment Note ” issued by an Agricultural Executive 
Committee, which documents are prescribed by the No. 1 Direc- 
tion (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 1851) made under the above Order, 
and printed together with it. The new Order replaces the 
relevant provisions of the Control of Fertilisers (No. 12) Order 
1941 and various amending Orders which are now revoked. 


CONTROL OF PAPER 


More restrictions are placed on the use of paper under the 
Control of Paper (No. 48) Order, 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 1817, 
price 3d.) issued by the Ministry of Supply. 

Paper enters the daily life of the community to an enormous 
extent and in the past has been so cheap and plentiful that 
excessive use has become habitual. The new Order is designed 
to help to check extravagant usage and its underlying principle 
is that any use of paper which is not really necessary must be 
avoided. 

The Order regulates the use of paper for advertising, pools 
and competitions, circulars, wrapping and packing and labels. 
It is made clear that the restrictions on posters extend to adver- 
tising window bills, show cards and display cards. 

Advertising circulars relating to the sale of goods or to any 
business may in general only be distributed on pre-payment of 
at least a penny for each circular. Appeals for money may only 
be distributed by any person or body up to three-twentieths of 
the weight distributed pre-war. Consideration will be given to 
appeals for war charities which have no pre-war standard. 

The following additions are made to the long list of articles 
the production of which is already prohibited or restricted : 
pelmets, calendars over 2 ozs., advertising novelties and counter 
or window display devices relating to goods or a profession, 
trade or business, table d’hote menu cards over 40 sq. inches, 
bills of fare over 320 sq. inches for self-service restaurants, 
blotter books or bound sheets interleaved with blotting paper, 
albums, personal letter paper or pads over 40 sq. inches, sta- 
tionery compendiums, size and number of playing cards in a 
pack, tie-on or tag labels over 12 sq. inches, crepe paper, lace 
paper, display cards, single portrait photographs exceeding 
56 sq. inches, portrait photographs up to 60 persons exceeding 
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60 sq. inches, any other portrait group (except a panoramic 
with more than 100 persons) exceeding 120 sq. inches, the size of 
photograph mounts. 

-In addition to the more’ specific restrictions, an important 
new provision which affects all persons is the prohibition on 
using for any document, leaflet, pamphlet, report, letter or 
memorandum any greater quantity of paper than is reasonably 
required for the purpose. 

Exceptions made for export trade in previous Orders have 
been dropped. 

Licences granted under the Control of Paper (No. 36) Order, 
1942 (see the “ Board of Trade Journal” of 22 November 
1941, page 316) continue in operation unless specifically revoked. 

Two directions have been issued with the new Order. Direction 
No. 1 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 1818, price 1d.) maintains the con- 
cessions regarding posters and circulars applicable to theatres ; 
and Direction No. 2 (8S. R. & O. 1942 No. 1819, price 1d.) main- 
tains existing provisions relating to the use of existing stocks 
of labels, to labels on cinematograph film containers and to 
bands round metal containers. 


WASTE PAPER PRICES 


Under the Control of Paper (No. 47) Order (S. R. & O. 1942 
No. 1816, price 1d.), issued by the Ministry of Supply, maximum 
prices are provided for further classes of waste paper, i.¢., mono 
reels, shredded ledgers, coloured manilla or coloured kraft, hand 
made broke, black paper, glazed board cuttings from Royal 
Ordnance Factories, printers’ wiping-off rolls, waxed papers and 
Stationery Office secret waste. 


LIMITATION OF SUPPLIES— 
MISCELLANEOUS 


Two important changes in the Limitation of Supplies (Mis- 
cellaneous) (No. 16) Order, 1942 (see the “ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 1 August 1942, page 355) have been made by the 
Limitation of Supplies (Miscellaneous) (No. 17) Order, 1942 
(S. R. & O. 1942 No. 1842, price 1d.), viz. :— 

(1) Controlled goods used in the production of uncontrolled 
goods are again subject to quota restrictions as in the previous 
Miscellaneous Orders. 

(2) Small manufacturers, whose quotas now fall below the 
£100 a month limit allowed to unregistered manufacturers, may 
increase their supplies without incurring any liability to pro- 
secution, provided that all their supplies to all persons are not 
more than £100 a month. Thus a registered manufacturer 
with a small quota has the option of the following alternatives. 
The first is unrestricted supply. 

(a) in the execution of Government contracts ; 

(6) for direct export ; 

(c) to other firms registered for the same class of goods 
together with restricted (i.e., within quota) ; 

(d) supply to unregistered firms. 

(e) production of uncontrolled goods from controlled goods ; 

The second alternative allows restricted supplies, i.e. (up to 
£100 a month) including 

(1) Government contracts ; ; 

(2) export ; 

(3) supplies to registered firms ; 
(4) supplies of factored goods ; 
(5) production of uncontrolled goods from controlled goods ; 
(6) supplies of prohibited manufactures, even in the case of 

prohibited manufactures of Classes 10 and 15 ; 

(7) supplies made under individual or general licences. 

Any small manufacturers who decide to supply in excess of 
quota but to keep their total supplies within the £100 a month 
limit, must send before 7 February 1943, written notification 
that they have done so to the Board of Trade, I. & M.4 Dept., 
Millbank, London, 8.W.1. Enquiries about the Order should 
also be sent to this address. 


INDOOR GAMES AND TOYS 


The Board of Trade have issued a General Licence (S. R. & 0. 
1942 No. 1810, price 1d.) under the Limitation of Supplies (Mis- 
cellaneous) (No. 16) Order, 1942 (see the “ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 1 August 1942, page 355), allowing registered 
persons to supply outside their quota indoor games and toys 
against the surrender of a buying certificate which has been 
signed by an officer duly approved for this purpose by a Govern- 
ment Department sponsoring the organisation to whom the goods 
are being supplied. Registered persons supplying such goods 
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outside their quota must keep all buying certificates received 
for a period of one year from the date on which the goods were 
supplied. 

The licence supersedes the system of supplying outside quota 
toys and indoor games which was permitted under the following 
General Licences: S. R. & O. 1941 Nos. 365, 481, 486, 1445, 
1725, and under the Third Schedule to Limitation of Supplies 
(Miscellaneous) (No. 13) Order, 1941 (see also “ Board of Trade 
Journal ” of 6 December 1941, page 354).

Local authorities and other organisations sponsored by Board 
of Education or the Ministry of Health will be able to obtain 
ex-quota supplies of toys required for infant schools, nursery 
schools, and classes, and, war-time nurseries. 


RATIONED CURTAIN FABRICS FOR THE 
BOMBED OUT 


People, whose homes have been bombed or damaged by fire 
since the beginning of 1942, and people who have only recently 
been rehoused after bombing, may now be granted permits to 
buy limited quantities of certain rationed materials free of 
coupons for replacing curtains in their main living room. They 
should write for an application form to the Board of Trade, 
Raleigh House, Dolphin Square, London, 8.W.1. 

The fabrics which may be supplied against permits are those 
which are included in the sixth Schedule to the Consumer 
Rationing (No. 8) Order, 1942 (as amended by the Consumer 
Rationing (No. 11) Order, 1942) (see the “ Board of Trade 
Journal”? of 17 January 1942, page 39 and of 20 June 1942, 
page 298 respectively) and require coupons at one-third of the 
ordinary rate, i.e., printed furnishing fabric either weighing at 
least 7. ounces per square yard, or weighing less than 7 ounces 
per square yard, but having a repeat design not less than 15 inches 
high, being cretonne, chintz, linen crash, union shadow tissue, 
satin, sateen, or casement, and being fabric defined in the War 
Emergency British Standard Definitions of Furnishing Fabrics, 
BS/982, 1941. Ready made curtains of one of these fabrics, 
containing not more material than is specified on the permit, 
may also be supplied coupon free against it. 

Permits bear on the front the Board of Trade crest and the 
words: ‘‘ Permit authorising (traders’s name) to supply (con- 
sumer’s name) with ...... square yards of material of a kind 
specified overleaf without the surrender of coupons.’’ They are 
serially numbered on the back. They are valid for two months 
from the date of issue and must be signed and handed over by 
the customer when goods are supplied, and retained by the 
supplier for inspection until three months from the date of issue. 
On no account must they be paid into the supplier’s coupon 
banking account. They do not carry any replacement rights or 
coupon value; they merely authorise the retailer to supply his 
customer out of stock without demanding coupons.

CHILDREN’S HOSE 


The elimination of turnback tops from children’s hose has led 
to additional work on legging machines which now have to knit 
the whole length of the leg. The Board of Trade are, therefore, 
prepared to permit nucleus hosiery firms to bring back into 
operation legging machines which become redundant under con- 
centration arrangements. Applications for the necessary per- 
mission should be made to :

The Making of Civilian Clothing (Restrictions) (No. 12) Order, 
1942 (see the “ Board of Trade Journal” of 10 August 1942, 
page 367) has been amended by the Making of Civilian Clothing 
(Restrictions) (No. 12) (Amendment) Order 1942 (S. R. & O. 
1942 No. 1859, price 1d.) so as to postpone until 14 October 1942 
the date on which industrial overalls shall be made only in 
accordance with the War Emergency British Standard Specifica- 
tion B.8./B.0.T.4. 


WOVEN NON-WOOL CLOTH DIRECTIONS 


With reference to the notice which appeared under the above 
heading in the “ Board of Trade Journal” of 24 August 1942 
(page 387) there are two typographical errors in the Schedule to 
the Directions. On page 5 in the first column the first two 
figures should read 3080 and 3081 respectively. 


HOME GROWN MINING TIMBER 


The Minister of Supply has made the Control of Timber 
(No. 27) Order, 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 1849, price 1d.) which 
entitles suppliers of home-grown pitwood to collieries in South 
Wales and Monmouthshire, to coal mines which do not produce 
coal for sale, and to mines other than coal mines, to charge 
buyers with railway and sea carriage in excess of 10s. per ton 
instead of in excess of 15s. per ton as authorised under 
Article 6 (1) (c) of the Control of Timber (No. 21) Order, 1941 
(see the “* Board of Trade Journal ”’ of 10 January 1942, page 20). 
The limit to the excess railway and sea carriage that may so be 
charged is now 15s. per ton (instead of 10s. per ton as before), 
unless a higher limit has been submitted by the prospective 
buyer and the prospective seller to, and approved by, the Minister 
of Supply. This is the result of a change in the basis of the 
transport subsidy payable in respect of deliveries to coalfields 
other than in South Wales and Monmouthshire, which will 
apply to carriage over 10s. per ton instead of over 15s. per ton 
as hitherto. The new Order, therefore, brings the position of 
suppliers of pitwood to coal mines in South Wales and Mon- 
mouthshire, to coal mines which do not produce coal for sale, 
and to mines other than coal mines, into line with that of suppliers 
of mining timber to coalfields other than in South Wales and 
Monmouthshire. 


VENEZUELA 
REMOVAL OF 30 PER CENT. SURTAX 


H.M. Representative at Caracas reports by telegraph that the 
Venezuelan Government have issued a Decree enabling goods 
exported from the United Kingdom to all Venezuelan ports to 
be transhipped at Curagao without incurring the 30 per cent. 
West Indies surtax. Hitherto this was only possible on through 
Bill of Lading : it will now be possible in cases of goods shipped 
on Bill of Lading to Curagao with a view to transhipment. 
Certain formalities will have to be observed before the Venezuelan 
Consul at Curagao.

BRITISH INDIA 
GROUNDNUT CROP ESTIMATES 


The Department of Commercial Intelligence and Statistics, 
Calcutta, reports on the groundnut crop as under :— 

The first all-India estimate of the area covered by the 1942-43 
groundnut crop is 2,809,000 acres, compared with the corre- 
sponding revised estimate last year of 2,662,000 acres. This 
year’s figure shows an increase of 2 per cent. on last year’s. 
The condition of the crop is reported to be good en the whole. 

Last year’s figure and percentage of increase does not include 
Baroda State ; this is the first time an estimate has been received 
from this State.—T'rade Commissioner for India in London. 


BRITISH STANDARD SPECIFICATIONS 
DOORS 


This revised specification (B.S. No. 459) has recently been 
undertaken by the British Standards Institution at the request 
of the Ministry of Works and Planning in order to provide for 
the flush door to be used as a general purpose door in view of its 
greater economy in the amount of timber used. The other types 
of doors, viz. the Ledged and Braced, the Framed, Ledged and 
Braced and the 4 Panel door are retained, but their use is 
restricted to special circumstances only. Provision is now made 
for flush doors, glazed and unglazed. The amount of timber to 
be released by the Timber Control for each door is specified. 

Full details are given of one construction of flush door which 
has been approved by the Ministry of Works and Planning.

WAR EMERGENCY CABLE SOCKETS 

With a view to effecting the maximum possible economy in 
the use of brass and solder, the dimensions of the cable sockets 
prescribed in B.S. 91-1930 have been reviewed and a war emer- 
gency revision of the specification (B.S. No. P.D. 19) has just been 
issued by the British Standards Institution. There are two main 
types of socket in general use, namely, the hot pressed or cast 
type and the tubular type. In B.S. 91-1930 each size of socket 
is related to a particular size of cable. In the case of the hot 
pressed or cast type the new specification secures the desired 
economy by so altering the bore diameter that a socket one size 
smaller than previously can be used for a given size of cable. In 
this way no alteration of tools is necessary for the manufacture 
of the sockets, as the hole for the cable is drilled after manu- 
facture. In the case of the tubular sockets the economy is 
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achieved by reducing the thickness cf the tube from which the 
socket is made. This would necessitate alterations to tools were 
it not for the fact that tools for the manufacture of light-gauge 
sockets already exist, many users of cable sockets having been of 
the opinion that the tubular sockets prescribed in B.S. 91-1930 are 
unnecessarily heavy. Asan alternative to reducing the thickness 
the length of the socket can be reduced, and a new range of 
standard sockets has therefore been introduced in the war 
emergency revision.

GRADING RULES FOR STRUCTURAL TIMBER 


The British Standards Institution some months ago issued a 
series of grading rules for home grown timbers in British 
Standard 940. B.S. 940, Part 2 has now been issued and applies 
to imported timbers. 

It is made clear in the title and also in the Foreword to the 
standard that the grading rules are only intended to apply to 
timber which is designed to transmit loading, and do not apply to 
timber used for general purposes where the stresses are not known 
or calculated. The standard is being issued at the present time 
in order to effect economy in the use of timber supplies in this 
country, and it is hoped that it will also be of considerable 
assistance in post-war reconstruction. 

The standard is based essentially on information published 
by the A.S.T.M. in their Standard D.245/37 for Structural Wood 
Joint and Plank, Beams and Stringers, and Posts and Timbers, 
and by the Canadian Engineering Standards Association in their 
Standard A-43 for Structural Timbers. 

A new system has been introduced in naming the strength 
grades ; the class of timber described is directly associated with 
its appropriate safe working stress in bending, bending being 
indicated by ‘f’ (flexure), and by its working stress in com- 
pression—compression being indicated by ‘ c.’ 

The Foreword explains that the grading rules may be applied 
at any stage in the progress of the converted timber, from the 
saw to its position in the structure. The rules are not only for 
application by the grader at the sawmill, or even in the timber 
yard, but are intended to serve as a guide to architects, builders 
and other users in the selection of timber that can be expected 
to carry definite design loads. 

The grader, when sorting the timber, is not responsible for the 
loads that the timber will carry, and the fact that the grades are 
named in accordance with their safe working stresses does not 
entail proof tests to be carried out on consignments of graded 
timber. If the grader has done his work intelligently the user 
can be confident that his timber will be safe under design loads 
stressing it up to its recommended safe working stress. This 
assurance is based on the results of many official tests that have 
related strength to defects of various dimensions. 

The architect in bis specification need only specify that the 
timber shall be of a certain stress grade. 

The builder is then at liberty to buy the most economic spevies 
of timber of that stress grade on the market. 

The grade sold by the merchant carries the assurance that 
if the defects are not greater than those permitted it will safely 
conform with the requirements on the architects design. 

In using the stress-grades, information should be given in the 
specification of the quantity in pieces of definite size and length 
required ; the thickness in inches (nominal and also actual if 
surfaced on faces) ; the width in inches (nominal and also actual 
if surfaced on edges); the length in feet may be nominally 
average length, limiting lengths or single uniform length.

VISUAL INDICATOR LAMPS 


At the request of the General PostOffice the British Standards 
Institution has issued a specification for visual indicator lamps

Lamp Specifications. 

There are four types of lamps specified, namely, 4-volt, 
6-volt, 12-volt and 24-volt.

PAPER-INSULATED CABLES FOR INTERNAL 
WIRING 


It is of course well known that efforts are being made to find 
satisfactory substitutes for rubber-insulated cables. The rubber 
content of V.I.R. cables has already been reduced, but the use 
of alternative materials will be necessary to relieve the acute 
position with regard to rubber supplies. One of the possible 
alternatives for cables for internal wiring at 250 volts is the use 
of paper insulation, and as such cables have not been included 
in any previous B.S. specification, a war emergency standard has 
now been issued by the B.S.1. 

Seven sizes of conductor, ranging from 0-0015 to 0-0225 sq. in. 
are included, the types of cable being single-core, flat twin and 
flat 3-core. Details of earth-continuity conductors are also given, 
although their inclusion or omission is optional].

BAHAMAS 
ADDITIONAL IMPORT DUTY 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of the Emergency 
Tax Act, 1942, which imposes an ad valorem duty of 5 per cent. 
on all goods imported into the Bahamas, with the exception of 
those specified in the following Schedule. 

The duty is to be paid at the time of entry or withdrawal 
from bond, and is additional to duties leviable under the Customs 
Tariff. A rebate of duty will be allowed in respect of any goods 
which were bona fide supplied for the use of any department of 
His Majesty’s service within the Colony. 

This Act came into operation on 1 July 1942 and will continue 
in force until 30 June 1943.

MOISTURE IN TEXTILE MATERIALS 


This Specification has been prepared by the Unification of 
Testing Methods Committee of the Textile Institute. It was 
originally published as Tentative Textile Standard No. 4 in the 
Journal of the Textile Institute and subsequently reviewed and 
modified. As now published it provides a method for determina- 
tion of moisture in textile materials; the specification gives 
definitions of the terms used therein, such as Humidity, Standard 
Atmosphere, Standard Regain, Corrected Invoice Weight, etc., 
and full details of the method of test, using the ventilated wet 
and dry bulb hygrometer.
